BERI.IS, February 5.— The Prussian 


Minister of Finance, Dr. Miguel, ismed 
a decree yesterday that goes into effect 
in prohibiting importations of every kind 
of freeh fruit. The decision has been 
sent to all the German porta and fron- 
tier stations, excepting Bavaria, Saxony 
and Wurtembnrg. Tha United States 
embaaaador, Dr. White, eent a formal 
letter to the foreign oflica today inquir- 
ing upon what authority this step waa 
taken. 


The United States Consul at Hamburg, 


Dr. Hugh Pitcairn, telegraphs that 
16,000 barrels of American apples have 
been forbidden to be unloaded, and that 
two trains full of American frnit have 
aleo been forbidden to croaa the frontier 
at Einrich, which, aside from Ham- 
burg, id the principal place of entry for 
American fruit. 


On receipt of thin news Mr. White 


oent another strong remonstrance to the 
foreign office, calling attention to the 
evident violation of the treaty. 


At the foreign office it was learned 


that the Pruaaian government prohibits 
the entry of American fruit on sanitary 
grounds, claim inn that California and 
other vermin threaten German trees 
and frnitB. 


WASHINGTON, February 2.— Senator 


1'erkina of California, when shown the 
above dispatch, aaid the prevention of 
importation on sanitary grounds waa a 
mere pretext and that it was merely to 
keep out frnita which competed with 
German products and the order waa no 
doubt issued as a retalization against the 
United States because of the deferential 
tariff on sugar from bounty-paying coun- 
tries. Senator Perkins said he had no 
doubt the United States coald meet this 
order by retaliation and that if Ger- 
many did not want to be a market for 
our fruita and meats, ineaaurea could be 
taken which would also limit the mar- 
-Kets in the United States to German 
products. 


"If this country,1' said Senator Mc- 


Enery of houiBiana, "would only pro- 
hibit the importation of Germany 'd cut- 
lery and woo!ena . there would soon be 
an end of any discrimination against 
American products, and according to my 
way of thinking this ia what ahould be 
done." 


Senator Lodge of the commit tea on 


foreign relations declined to say more 
than that Germany's action was in clear 
violation of the treaty. 


Senator Burrows of the comtaitteo on 


finance thought that the matter should 
be thoroughly investigated, aa he said 
lie had no doubt it wo 


igated, 
uld be, by the ex- 


ecutive branch of the government. 


WASHINGTON, February 2.— The Ber- 


lin cable announcing that Germany had 
closed her ports against American fruits 
attracted much attention among mem- 
bers of the house of representatives. 


Mr. Hitt, chairman of the committee 


on foreign affairs, expressed surprise at 
the step taken, particularly that it 
should not have been preceded by notice 
to our representative at Berlin. With- 
out diacuaaiiie the motives of the move- 
ment, Mr. Hitt said it was evident Ger- 
many based her course on sanitary 
grounds, which would exclude the ides 
that the move was of a political and 
prescriptive character. 


Mr. Hitt felt that onr authorities 


voald take steps to learn whether any 
ennitary evil could be attributed to the 
condition of the fruit crop in California 
and if this was established in the nega- 
tive he had no doubt a courteous but 
firm representation would be made to 
the German government with a view to 
showing that their action had been 
taken without a sufficient inquiry into 
the facta. 


He expressed hope that this was not a 


step in Germany's retaliatory policy 
which had been referred to in recent ut- 
terances by distinguished German offi- 
cial e. 


Representative Barlow, who repre- 


sents the Sixth California district, in 
which ia located the San Joaquln Valley, 
aaid that so far ao California frnit is 
concerned, the German decrae prohibit- 
ing the importation of American fruit, 
is a mere pretext. "California fruits, 
he said, "are singularly free from ver- 
min or disease of any kind. So jealous 
are our people in their desire to keep our 
fruits free from diaaaaa tbat the delega- 
tion from the state is now advocating the 
passage of a bill which was introduced in 
the house by Mr. Castle some time ago 
providing for an inspection of all fruits, 
plants, catlings, shrubs, etc., imported 
into this country. I look npnn the 
ground given far Dr. Miguel's decree as 
a mere subterfuge,

Other members of the California dele- 


gation expressed sirnihr views. 


Chairman Dingley looked over the 


Berlin cable and said: "This is evi- 
dently a device to prohibit the Importa- 
tion of American fruita on all sanitary 
grounds, in line with the similar prohi- 
bition of American pork. The importa- 
tion seems to be prohibited on sanitary 
grounds, in order to evade the nrovia- 
iona of commercial treaties with Ger- 
many which give to imports from the 
United States equal privileges with im- 
ports from other countries," 


WASHINGTON, February 2.— The offi- 


cials of the agricultural department have 
as yet received no information on the 
ubject. They r.re disposed to believe the 
explanation that importations of fresh 
fruit will ba prohibited because of dan- 
ger from vermin ia not a sincere one, 
but that Germany, having in mind the 
recent legislation of tne American gov- 
ernment imposing a duty on bounty- 
paid, sugar, h»a taken this action as a 
aort of retaliation. 


G. B. Brackott, chief of the pomolopi- 


cal division of the department, in die- 
coesing the dispatch aaid; "It ia aur- 


that California fruit ia iufeeted with 
peate. The frnit from that state ia the 
freest from vermin of any in the whole 
world. She has stringent laws a^aintt 
the introduction of insect peats and 
diseases and has a corps of Inspectors 
who examine all nuiaery stock before it 
is permitted to be imported. There is 
Uttlo or DO ground for the aiaertion that 
American fruit shipped abroad is un- 
Bftnitarv, The nesta Irom which Ameri- 
can apples auffer are larvae of the codlin 
moth, which ia believed to pass into a 
worm, and aleo apple maggots. 


"The possibility of any harm from 


these paets in apples ahippeJ abroad is, 
however, very remote, especially in the 
caae of Germany, because very few of 
our apples which have been shipped to 
Korope for the paat twenty-five years go 
to that country. Onr fruit ia not in- 
spected before it is exported, though the 
natural assumption is that dealers pick 
out the choicest before sending it away, 
in order that the reputation may be 
kept up. Apples are the only fresh 
fruits which are shipped to Europe at 
this time of the year. Peaches and 
oranges have been sent mostly aa an ex- 
periuant, anil they go mainly to Eng- 
land. *The growth of the shipment of 
apples abroad has been enormous in the 
lest sixteen year?. 


"In 1830-81 the shipments amounted 


(01,338,800 barrels, while in 1896 97 they 
aggregated 2,010,810 barrels. Of this 
aggregate 111,090 barrels, valued at 
$213,432, were shipped to Hamburg, the 
remaiaining number, with the exception 
of approximately 100,000 barrels going 
to English ports. Of course, it ia likely 
lhat some of the fruit which is cent to 
England reaches Germauy Indirectly, 
though there are no statistics on hand 
to tell the amount. On the basis of the 
above indicated shipments to Hamburg, 
it is evident that the loss to America by 
the prohibition of the importation, as 
stated, would not be as great as if this 
prohibition should apply to all Europe. 
The tact of thin whole matter is that we 
are the ones who should be protected, 
for nearly all the insects in our frnita 
have been imported from foreign coun- 
tries."

SAN FKANCISCO, Februaryl.—The con- 


tract for the construction of the great 
railroad tunnel near Point Richmond, 
Contra Coata county, waa awarded to- 
day by the hoard of directora of tho San 
Joaquin Valley Railroad toFoley Broth- 
era & Muir of St. Paul, Minn., condi- 
tionally. The reason lorthe proviso was 
that no representative of the nucceaafnl 
bidders was present to enter into a defi- 
nite agreement,one of tbe terms being the 
filing of a bond in $100,000 for the proper 
execution of the work. While too exact 
amount of the contract ia withheld, it ia 
stated by the railway officials to approx- 
imate (350,000. 


The construction of thie tunnel is in 


effect tbe starting point of the direct 
connection of tbe Valley road with San 
Franciaco. It is to be a work of great 
magnitude, permitting of tho passage of 
trains from Stockton to Point Rich- 
mond, on the bay,through a range of 
high hilla lying between the tule lands 
and the promontory. The tunnel proper 
will be 5700 feet or a little over one mile 
and a tenth in length.

Would Need a Navy to Defend 


Them, and Are Under Mon- 


opoly Control. 


WASHINGTON, February 1.—No baai- 


noBQOf importance wad trasacted by the 
senate in open session today. The fea- 
ture of tho short session was a state- 
ment made by Mr. Clark, Republican of 
Wyoming, as a matter of personal priv- 
ilege concerning his vote in favor of the 
Teller resolution. He maintained that 
his vote waa in no way inconsistent 
with hia Republicanism, and declared 
he would not permit anybody to read 
him out of the party, na ha waa satisfied 
the masses of the party would not con- 
vict him of political heresy. 


The condition in the senate respect- 


ing the Hawaiian annexation treaty 
has greatly improved, and the friends of 
the treaty, including Senator Davis, 
chairman of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, are confident that sixty senatora 
whose votes are necessary for a two- 
thirds majority, will vote for ratifica- 
tion. 


Confidence in tho condition is found 


in the determination of the friends of 
the ratification to press forward the 
treaty to a final vote. This feeling waa 
ahown when the proceedings of the sen- 
ate on the treaty in executive session to 
day were opened. Senator Thuraton 
made & motion for tbe postponement of 
further consideration of the treaty until 
the firat of March. The motion wac 
not diacuased at length, nod was voted 
down vivo voce. 


Senator Platt of Connecticut opened 


the debate with a carefully arranged 
argument in favor of annexation. He 
spoke for over an hour and a half and 
dwelt pariicularly upon the importance 
o! the acquisition of tho islands from a 
commercial point; of view. He con- 
tended that every commerce would in 
all cases follow our "civilization and 
urged that we should use every legiti- 
mate method to extend our trade with 
outaide nations, no by pursuing tbia 
conrea we would also extend our institu- 
tions and jdeaB-ef-fHWflrBHient,— 


Tbe Hawaiian islands ho regarded aa 


essential to tbe command of the traffic 
on the Pacific ocean. 


Senator Platt iaid the sugar truat was 


opposed to annexation. 


Senator Pettigrew took the floor as 


soon aa Mr. Platt had concluded, devot- 
ing himself especially to replying to the 
Connecticut Senator's remarks concern- 
ing the present 
government of the 


island**. He made a carelii! analysis of 
tbe constitution nnder which the Dole 
government exists, showing that it had 
been adopted by what he termed an 
alleged constitutional convention, com- 
posed, he said, of nineteen members, 
one of wbom was Mr. iJole, who had 
been members of the committee of 
safety, which played such a prominent 
part during the revolution, and of eigh- 
teen other delegates. He argued that 
while these latter delegates had been 
elected by what was called a popular 
vote, such was not tbe cage. Of 14,000 
par«ona entitled to enffrage ho asserted 
that only 4000 had voted for them. Thia 
convention of thirty-seven persona tans 
chosen had adopted the constitution and 
it had never been submitted to a popu- 
lar vote. Mr. Pettigrew dwelt upon tbe 
fact that Mr, Dole had been a member of 
this convention and said that gentleman 
had had himself made President of the 
republic, and that in doing so he had 
practically arranged the matter BO as to 
.nenre his permanence in office. He 
read the constitution to show that Mr. 
Dole was named in it for President and 
;hat it waa provided that he should re- 
main in that office until 1900, or nntil 
hia successor should be elected. 


The successor waa to be chosen by the 


house and senate sitting together and 
there was to be no election of any one 
nnleea he received a majority of tbe 
votes of the senate. He then attempted 
to show how tbe matter waa practically 
in the control of Mr. Dole and of tba 
angar growers. According to the terms 
of tbe constitution a senator moat pos- 
sess $3000 worth of property or have an 
income of $1200 per year, and a person 
who waa not worth $1500 in taxable real 
estate or had an income of $GCO was dis- 
franchised from voting for a senator. 
Thic qualification practically, he eaid. 
shut ont all persona except those con- 
nected with sugar industry from either 
becoming senators or voting for senators. 


He held that in view of the facts he 


mentioned the present government waa 
practically a monarchy. 


Mr. Pettigrew also took upthe conten- 


tion that the sugar land.i in the islands 
were already practically appropriated 
and producing, and argued that to an- 
nex the islands would moan tho inevit- 
able destruction of the angar beet indus- 
try in the United Statea. 


Senator White'of California also spoke 


in opposition to ratincationofthetreaty. 
His was in the main a constitutional ar- 
gument intended to show that'the an- 
nexation of territory which would re- 
quire a navy to defend it had been from 
the beginning opposed to onr theory of 
ffovernment. He quoted extensively 
from tbe works of Thomas Jefferaoa to 
show that he had never contemplated 
the acquisition of territory situated, as 
were the Sandwich Islands, where a 
fleet would be necessary to their preser- 
vation. This remark did not, however, 
apply to Cuba, which waa so near onr 
owo coast that no navy would be neceE- 


i<-y to its control and protection. 
Mr. White also read from President 


Tyler's message which he eaid was popu- 
larly supposed to have been written by 
Daniel Webster, practically maintain- 
ing, aa the Senator aaid, the same point. 
A large part of Senator White's remarks 
were given up to quotations from and 
comment upon Secretary Sherman's ut- 
terances npon the subject of annexation 
of Hawaii. Mr. White read liberal ex- 
tracts from Mr. Sherman's book in 
which the Secratary dwella npon the 
unwisdom of making the islands a part 
of the United States, and he laid especial 
etrsaa npon the Secretary's remarks in 
tbe latter part of hia book to the effect 
that he hoped there would be no further 
effort to annex the islands during his 
life time. 


Senator White had not concluded his 


At 4 o'clock the debate irifted into 


politics, Mr. Simpson, Populist ef Kan- 
sas, attempted to show from clippings 
from Maine papers that there had been 
no return of proaperity in the lumber 
business of that state. lie also at- 
tacked New Jersey as the home of the 
trusts. 


Mr. Dingley in rpply declared that tbe 


Maine papers were full of evidences of 
the improvement in the lumber indus- 
try. The clipping waa an exception. It 
w&a, he said, another proof that gentle- 
men on the other side could seethe 
speck on the barn door, but,could not 
see thn door. 


Mv. Pitney, Republican of New Jer- 


sey, 
defended his atatfl. Kn declared 


that New Jersey had beeu trust-ridden 
becaune for years it bad been nnder 
Democratic domination. 
The Demo- 


cratic legislature had knocked down leg- 
islation to the highest bidder. But fit 
last, said Mr. Pitney, tho wise, patriotic 
people of New Jersey had risen in their 
might and swept the Damocrats from 
power. 


Mr. Adama, Republican oE Pennsyl- 


vania, declared that tbe report of the 
fsctorv 
inspector 
of 
Pennsylvania 


showed tbat 125,000 more persona were 
employed in the factories now than at 
thia time last year. 


Mr. Mahany, Republican of 
New 


York, presented in open house tne pro- 
test of 10,000 German-American voters 
against the Lodge immigration bill. He 
made an impassioned speech against the 
intolerance of those who desired to cloee 
tbe gates to immigration, and when Mr. 
W. A. Slone, Republican of Pennsyl- 
vania, interrupted him, ho turned upon 
the Pennsylvanian nnd denounced him 
as one who desired to precipitate a race 
question, ne one who had attacked the 
Irish, the Germane, tho Polea and every 
other nationality.' 
"I commend you," he shouted, "to 


tho voters of Pennsylvania as one 
whoFie Americaciam caunot stand the 
teal."

Pacific train No. 17, which left San 
Fraociaco at 4.30 p.m. yeaterday, waa 
ditched about two miles south of Ra- 
venna thie morning at 11.20 o'clock, but 
aside from u few superficial bruises EUB- 
tained by Fireman Her, no one was in- 
jured. 


The train was running at the rate of 


about twenty miles an hour, and while 
rounding a sharp curve on an embank- 
ment in the Snledad canyon, between 
Ravenna and Lang, the forward trucks 
of the locomotive left tbe track. 


With remarkable quickness and pres- 


ence of mind, Engineer Ferguson ap- 
plied tho air brakes* and brought the care 
to a sudden stop, but tbe engine and 
tender broke from the coupling and 
rolled down the embankment,~a distance 
of forty feet. Juet before reaching the 
foot of tbe embanatnent tbe engine 
turned bottomaide up, and in so doing 
Engineer Ferguson, who had stucfc to

There ie no employment for 
my large number of people. Captain 
Ray thinks that only a very small per- 
centage of all the people who have 
ontered tho new country during the past 
vear have earned their living. Hun- 
dreds are scattered alone the Yukon 
without money, food or clothing. Any 
steps which may bo taken to prevent 
people from going to Alaska, Captain 
R«y thinke, will be an act of charity. 
The lawless element ie banding together 
along the liver for robbery. Captain 
Ray reports the attempted robbery of 
:ood caches. He recommenda a aurvey 
3y Cook's inlet to the interior for an 
American road." 


The action of the department in tele- 


graphing to General Merriam to learn 
;he contents of Captain Ray'a reports 
waa baaed upon ita desire to have that 
officer inform himself as to whether 
;here is any special need for haste on 
the part of the relief expedition which 
will leave Seattle for Alaska tomorrow. 
[t ia understood that one of the depart- 
nent officials atrongly recommendnd 
that the relief expeditions be aban- 
doned, hia recommendations being based 
upon lettera received from private indi- 
viduals who represented that they had 
juat come from the Yukon region, and 
;hat there waa ample food for ail tbe 
minera there. 
: 


When

waa 


brought to the attention of Secretary 
Algerat his home, that official expreaeed 
;ha conviction that thA reports were un- 
Irne, and gave ordera that tho work of 
expediting tbe departure of the relief 
erpedition should proceed without de- 
ay. Hia orders have been obeyed, and 
the expedition which will leave at once 
will be well equipped to provide relief. 


It will be in command of General Mer- 


riam, who will accompany it aa far aa 
the Lynn canal. Tue command of the 
expedition will then devolve upon Major 
L. Il.Rucker, Fourth cavalry, and he 
will be aaaieted by Captain D. L. Braic- 
ard of the subsistence department, who 
has been employed some weska in pur- 
chasing supplies. The expedition will 
convey 150 tons of supplies to the Yu- 
kon region, pack animate being em- 
ployed to carry the food. It ia expected 
tha't the Ohilcoot pass will be the route 
taken by the parly. Later in the win- 
ter, when the 500 reindeer which have 
been purchased in Norway have arrived 
at Seattle, it is probable that a second 
expedition will he formed. 


The war department hae received ad- 


vices from Major L. H. Rncker at Dyea. 
Major Rucker reporta at length upon 
the plans he has prepared for the relief 
parties to be sent out by the govern- 
ment. He eaya that it will require 115 
males andlSOJuue&u eleda to transport 
120 tons of supplies to Lake Lebarge, 
ready to fiend down the Yukon river to 
Dawson when the ice will permit. He 
proposes to divide the route into three 
sections. The Major has worked out all 
the details of the erpedition, b.ut while 
submitting them accorhing to hia in- 
fliractions, he adds tbat he recommenda 
strongly that tbe government contract 
with one of the railway companies to 
take in the supplies. He incloaea an of- 
fer from a line crossing tbe Chilcoot paea 
to take in 150 tons of supplies or more 
for 16J4 centa per pound, delivered at 
Lake Lindeman. 


PORTLAND, Or., February 1.—The gov- 


ernment Yukon relief exposition, whicn 
was scheduled to sail from here tonight 
on the steamer Georpe W. Elder, will 
probably not leave before Friday, owing 
to the failure of tha steamer to return 
from Alaaka. in time. The Shier lay all 
day at Astoria discharging a cargo of 
coal, and ahe will not arrive nntii to- 
morrow mornine. 
General Meniara, 


commanding the department of the Co- 
lumbia, will endeavor to hasten the de- 
parture of the relief expedition owing to 
the alarming condition of fiffairfl in 
Alaska as sot forth in the repott of Cap- 
tain Ray.

SEATTLE, Fabruary 2.—The steamer 


Alliance arrived here thia afternoon 
from Copper river, Alaska, with news 
of a double murder and a lynching at 
Values Pttas on January 3d. 


N. A. Call of Worthington, Minn., and 


W. A. Lee of Salem, Mass., were'mur- 
dored by F. M. Tanner, known as tne 
"Montana cowboy," who in turn was 
hanged by about forty prospectors. 


A correspondent of the Times, writing 


from Values under date of January 17th, 
gives the following account of the trag- 
edy and the cause leading thereto: 


Last fall several boats iandedj at this 


place with passengers from {all parts of 
the world, seeking an entrance by way 
of the Valdes trail over the glacier into 
the Copper river country. 


Among them was a party of Massa- 


chusetts prospectors, who had picked up 
en route the cowboy Tanner, who had 
nothing but experience, and was out 
fitted at Seattle by the rest of the party. 
The cowboy was very overbearing and 
at last his arrogance became unbearable 
and four of the party, talking the matter 
over, came to the conclusion that the 
beat thing for all partiea concerned 
would be to divide tho outfit, give the 
cowboy hie share and let himJsbUt for 
himself. The conversation took place 
in a tent with the cowboy overhearing 
the remarks, lie walked to a shanty 
one-half mile diatant, got his aiz-ahooter 
and returned. The four men were flit- 
ting in a small tent, surrounded;*by bag- 
gage. The cowboy stood in the door- 
way of the tent holding the flap aside 
with one hand, bis other by his side. 
He said: "I overheard your talk about 
me and I am here for business." 


He thenehot twice in rapid succession, 


.killing MrTTJaUa'na'Mr". I.BQ instantly. 
The concussion put ont the light, BO that 
his nest shot was iu the dark. The 
party at whom it was aimed fell down 
and the cowboy, thinking there was 
only one left, went outside and waited 
considerable time for him to come oat. 
He it last gave it up and went away. 
The survivors notified all the men In the 
community and they went in & body for 
the cowboy, who made no resistance. 


lie merelv said: "I had intended to 


get them all." 


Thirty-eight men, as a jury, deliber- 


ated from 11 o'clock that night until 4 
o'clock in the morning. At the end of 
tbat time it had been decided that the 
cowboy must bang. 
When "daylight 


came a path was broken through the 
deep snow, a rope thrown over a limb 
and Tanner was executed. 


The whole affair wad conducted with 


decorum and solemnity. Tho cowboy 
was game to the Uat and coolly asked 
the crowd whether they were aware 
they were hanging the best ahot in the 
northwest. He offered to tie the knot 
around hie neck. 


The wounded men were shot in ex 


exactly the eame place—through the 
right lung—and expired without a word. 
At a meeting called it was decided to 
sell the murdered men's effecta^at auc- 
;ion and send the proceeds to their fam- 
ilies in the East.

A Great Injustice Done to Ship- 


pers Who Received No 


Warning at All. 


WASHINGTON, February 3. --- During 


thia afternoon further advices were re- 
ceived from Ambassador \Yhito aa to 
the nature of the prohibitory decree. 
It would seem that the full details are 
not yot obtainable in Berlin, tut it ie 
expected that tho Ambassador will cable 
the entire decree aa poon es he can ob- 
tain possession of it. The important 
facts that were established by the last 
advices were: 


Firat, That the decree of exclusion 


uses the word "American" as descrip- 
tive of the place of origin of tho fruit, 
tthich would seem to include Canadian 
Emit without question; second, that the 
decree, Instead of applying only to fresh 
fruit, aa waa at fiwt auppaeed, includes 
In the prohibition all dried fruita from 
America. 


State department officials have not 


yet recovered from their eurpriee at the 
method adopted by the German govern- 
ment ia accomplishing its object in thin 
matter, and undoubtedly the. corre- 
spondence to follow will eet this out 
very clearly. 


The objection to the course pursued ia 


three fold. In the first place it is said 
to bo entirely without the slightest 
warning or precedent and discourteous 
toward the Ambassador at Berlin to 
make the decree and put it into effect 
without the slightest warning to him. 
In the second place, by making the de- 
cree taka effect at once and stopping all 
frnit in transit, a great injustice ia done 
to shippers who thua, without warning, 
are made to lose beavily on tbeir capital 
invested in the fruit. Third, the decree 
ie condemned in that it makea no prov- 
vifliim for the admission of fruit of abac 
lute purity; permita no demonstration 
of origin or healthful condition and, in 
fact, condemns all fruit, good or bad 
alike. These eonaiu1 era lions are to be 
strongly urged uponth&German govern- 
ment as reasons why it should either re- 
voke or modify the decree on the linea 
indicated before any more radical action 
is taken. 


NEW YORK, Februarys.—A conference 


wae held today of all the large exporters 
of American frnita to consider the un- 
expected attitude of Prussia in prohibit- 
ing the importation of fruita from this 
country. All the leading exporters wore 
present and it waa found by comparing 
notes that more than 25,000 barrels ol 
fruit were either in transit or already al 
German ports, which, nnder the ne 
ruling, would be prohibited from enter- 
ing. 


Aa the fruit will not keep, it ia prob< 


able that the shippers will lose heavily 
on their shipments, unless they can find 
some other market. The exporters o! 
frnit decided to forward an appeal to 
Washineton asking that the government 
try to get the embargo raised. 


It was estimated from tho records 


kept of shipments of apples to Ger- 
many that about 100,000 barrels had 
been aent there in the season of 1807-98. 
Tn addition to this some 10.000 boxes of 
California apples had been shipped in 
the same period.

WASHIXGTOX, February 3.—The sen- 


ate committee on inter-state commerce 
today authorized a favorable report on 
the anti-acalping bill- with amendment!, 
the moat important of which waa of- 
fered by Senator Tillman, relating to 
railroad passes: 


"Tbat giving free transportation to 


persons or proparty except aa allowed 
by section 22 of the act to regulate com- 
merce, approved February 4,1837, shall 
be deemed an unjust discrimination un- 
der section 2 of the said act nnd shall be 
puniabed aa provided in section 10 of 
said act, and in addition to tbe penal- 
ties npon individuals as provided in 
section 10, thn corporations which may 
be guilty oi any such offense, shall be 
pnnished. by fine aa in said section pro- 
vided. 


"lhat all free passea iaansd on behalf 


of any corporation, subject to the pro- 
visiona'of said nut, shall be aigned by 
some officer of the corporation author- 
ized by vote of the directors to sign the 
same, and every auch railroad corpora- 
tion shall keep a record showing the date 
of every free

proviso was left to read as follows:

reduce the penalty for the first offense 
againat its provision! from $1000 to $500, 
10 eliminate all provisions for imprison- 
ment and provide a nenaliy of $1000 for 
the second offense.

THAT EXCLUSION DECREE. 


Evidence accumulates that the decree 


excluding Amencan fruita from Prupsia 
is merely a retaliatory measure. A San 
Francisco paper publishes an opinion on 
thia matter that ia of more than ordi- 
nary weight. It is from Heinrich M. 0. 
Haas, a member ot.the house of Ilein- 
rich Haas of Hamburg one of the larg- 
est importera of American products in 
Germany. Mr. Haas Bays: 


I think this decree of Dr. Miguel pro- 


hibiting the importation of American 
fresh fruit because of the alleged un- 
sanitary condition of the American arti- 
cle in merely a pretest. Practically, no 
California fresh fruit ia imported into 
Germany. The only American fresh 
frnit that we import any considerable 
Quantity of are apples. Oi these we 
imported over 2,000,000 barrela of 150 
ponnda each in 1897. However, ah these 
come from the Eastern elates. I think 
this decree was passed merely in retalia- 
tion of the duty placed on sugar by the 
passage of the Dingley bill. 


Others who are well informed take the 


same view ae Mr. Haae. In the first 
place wo do not bulieve that the objec- 
tionable apples came from California, 
and in the second we doubt if they were 
really objectionable. The reason Prua- 
eia givea for its action is a mere pretert 
and we believp that an investigation will 


if 


tbe frnit waa diseased, thia did not war- 
rant the anmmary action taken by Pma- 
iii. It ia one thing to exclude infected 
American frnit and another to issue a 
decree excluding all American fruit, 
healthy or otherwise. 


The United States government ahonld 


act with vigor in this matter and 
promptly. 
GnlesB Prusaia makes a very 


good case and that apeedily we should 
retaliate by excluding German producta. 
We are inclined to think that the tem- 
per ol tbe Prussian government is sucb as 
will canie it to he deaf to our represent- 
ations, and that the exclusion of our 
fruita from Prussia will be followed by 
a decree ibutting them out from all 
Germany. In thatcasethisgovernmtint 
•will have a serious duty to perform, and 
we think it will perform it in a manner 
that will cause Germany to come to 
terms. Tbe time for exchanging polite 
phrases is paet.

"The city of Fresno ia at present or- 


;anized and incorporated under the 
regular charter provided by tho legisla- 
te of thia atate for cities of the 61th 
:ltiS9, to-wit: Oitiea containing a popu- 
lation of not less than 3000 nor more 
than 10,000 inhabitants. A city con- 
taining a population of more than 10,000 
inhabitants find not eiceedinfj 15,000 
nhabitants constitutes a city of the 
fourth class, and may reorganize and in- 
corporate under the charter provided by 
the legislature for cities of euch class. 


''In conformity with tbe proviaiona of 
tion 8 of article 11, of the ConBtitu- 


tion of the stateof California, asamended 
in 1S92, a city containing a population 
of inoro tban 3500 inhabitants may 
frame a special charter for its own jjov- 
er urn ens; therefore, the city of Frtsno 
may incorporate either as a city of the 
fourth class taasumiug that ita popula- 
tion exceeds 10,000), or under special 
charter. 
"If it should be deemed Edvisabloand 


espedienito reorganize and reincorpor- 
ate under special charter, tho uruceed- 
ing3 therefore would be in BubBtanco as 
follows: 
"A board of Gfteeu frca holders, each 


o! shorn ohall have been a qualitied 
elector of the city for fivo years, shall 
be olocted by the qualifpd electors of 
the city tit a general or special election, 
whoso duty it would be, within ninety 
days after thoir election, to prepare and 
proiioae a charter for the city. One 
copy oi sucli proposed chartor should he 
returned to tbe chairman of the Hoard 
of Trneteea, end another copy recorded 
in tiie office of the County Recorder. 


"SutU proposed charter ehnnld then 


bo published in two tlailv newspapera of 
general circulation in the city tor at least 
twenty days, pach publication to begin 
wicbiu tff enty days after the completion 
and recording of the charter. Witbin 
thirty days from tha completion of euch 
publication,such proposed eharterflhould 
be submitted to the qualified electors of 
the city at a general or special election, 
and if a majority of such electors voting 
at euch election ratify the same, it 
Bbould thereafter be submitted to the 
JeKlslature of thin state for its approval 
or rejection, as a whole, without power 
of alteration or amendment. Upon such 
approval it shall become the charter and 
organic law of the city, and thereafter 
the charter Bhall be'certified by tha 
Mayor or Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, one copy Gled with the Secre- 
tary of State, another copy recorded 
wiih tbe County Recorder, and then 
died with tha City Clerk. 


"The charter thus obtained may be 


amended at intervals of not lees than 
two yeare. anv proposed amendments 
3eing proposed by the legislative au- 
thority of the city and submitted to tha 
electors, as in case of the original char- 
ter, and ratified by a three-tiftha vote 
and approved by the legislature. In 
submitting an^ eiich cnarter, or amend- 
ments thereto, any alternative ortielo or 
proposition may be presented for the 
choice of tho votere, and may be voted 
on 
(separately witnout prejudice to 


others. 


"Any such charter may be frnmert BO 


as to provide for such government of the 
city -is may be. deemed moat advisable, 
nrovided that none of the. provisions of 
inch charter conflict with the laws nr 
constitution of thia Btate or of the 
United States. 
"If it ha deemed advisable to reor- 


ganize or to reincorporate as a city of 
the fourth class, it would be necessary 
iu the first place, unless tbe census of 
1590 shows a population in the city of

The amount of ponder uaed in each 


charge ie 600 pound9. It ia calculated 
that the powder will lift tho earth and 
let it fall.

A REPOELicix reportar interviewed 


Maloney last night and mentioned ths 
stories that were being generally circu- 
lated over town.

About 4 o'clock I le-ft my saloon, 
which IB on tbe opposite corner, and 
crossed tha street, intending to retire. 
There is a high board feoeo to prevent 
people from going into the passage way 
between tbe house and one of the cribs*. 
AB I opened tbe gate to enter the pas- 
sage way a medium sized man confronted 
me and opened fire with a pistol. The 
man did not say a ay thing and his firat 
ehot Btruck my watch, I thought that I 
was shot and tbe blow caused me to 
drop to the ground on my kneea. 1 can 
only Dae my left baud and aa quick aa 
possible I drew my gun, which is a 38- 
calibre. I shielded myself behind the 
gate as mncb as possible and returned 
the fire. The man begun to retreat; but 
kept ahootine at me. I followed him np 
and fired four shots as he 
backed 


through the passage" way. lie exclaimed 
'My God I1 after the second or third shot 
and I think he was wounded 
The man 


lan out into the back yard and then 
through a gate in the high board fence 
at the rear. 


"I had only four shells in my pistol 


which waa not tbe one T usually carry. 
There were nine or ten shots, I fired 
four times and my assailant fired five or 
six shots. 


"I thought I knew tbe man, but waa 


mistaken, I noticed the person I sus- 
pected on the etreet today and ae I feel 
sore that the. ffllow who attacked me 
was wounded I have no further sus- 
picion in regard to thia party. It was 
not light enough to see plainly, but I 
think I would recognize the man if 1 
should eee him again. 


"I do not care about mentioning any 


names. The attempt to assassinate me, 
I believe, was the result of a grudge. A 
man In baa'meBB will make enemies and 
several people have a grudge against 
me. Aa for the report that T did all the 
obootioe myself it Beams abaurd that 
anyone'should believe it. My enemies 
have started the report for the purpose 
of holding me np to ridicule. I am a 
one-handed man and it would be pecu- 
liar if I should place a revolver to m? 
ride and fire a bullet into a watch just 
for the fun of it. That would be a 
rather dangerous experiment. 


"Tnere was no blood in tbe passage 


way or on tbeeround from the man that 
I shot, but tbia may be accounted for 
by tbe fact that he ran away very 
rapidly. Tho wound may not have bled 
much and only saturated hie clothing." 


A John Doe warrant for the party who 


attempted to assassinate Maloney was 
issued by Justice St. John yesiordsy af- 
ternoon. The rapa may develop into a 
hie sensation, hot most people seem to 
regard it ae a farce,

Residents of Belmoat School Dis- 


trict Want to Keep 


It Intact. 


After havingescaped from custody and 


eluded tbe officers for four years, it waa 
pretty bard on Thomas McOntehen to 
be lodged in tho connty jail here yester- 
day afternoon to eerve 172 daya* impris- 
onment, and yet tbe prisoner eaid be 
raa glad of it. 
He wae arrested Monday at Knelling, 


Merced county, by Ed. La tour of that 
place, and tbe sheriff's office waa notified 
that tbe man for whom the officers had 
been looking for the last four years wao 
once more In custody. 


Tbifl morning Dftpnty Sheriff B. 0. 


Thomas left fur 3nelline, returning at 
4.30 o'clock on tbe Valley road freight 
with the prisoner. 


McOotchen was arranted in April, 1S94, 


for stealing Sam Raptor.'e rip, hat the 
charge ot grand larceny preferred apaiuet 
him was Btibaeqnently reduced to petit 
larceny, and be pleaded guilty to the 
minor offense. 


He beean to "do time" on April 18, 


1894, and after serving eight daya be 
made hia escape from the park guard 
and disappeared aa completely as tho 
he bad gone to Klondyke in an air 
ship. During the last four yearn the of- 
ficers heard of him every once in H^ 
while, but he never stayed lone enoiiph 
in any one place for them to lay their 
hands upon his shoulder. 


The officers knew tbatMcCutcheu waa 


in this city last spring. His sister died 
here and the escape risked hia liber'? to 
attend her funeral. The office™ con- 
cluded noc to molest him until after his 
eiater'a burial. When they Btarted to 
look for him after the funeral, however, 
he was nowhere to be found. 


McCutchen rifc'.arwa that in the last 


four years be did not have a dog's life, 
wandering from place to place nnd alwayh 
dreading arreet. Lie bad almost come 
to believe that his pursuers had forgot- 
ten all about him, but when arrested his 
rir&t words were "I'm glad of it," and 
the BUL'panae was over.
